BARNEY   FRANK,   B.A.,   J.D. 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 

Congressman  Bamey  Frank  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard  University  where  he  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degree  in  1962  and  his  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  degree  in  1977.    Mr.  Frank  was  admitted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  in  1979  and  has  taught  at  Harvard  University,  Boston  University  and  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  He  is  the  author  of  a  book,  Speaking  Franklv.  which  was  published  in  1992. 

Congressman  Frank's  distinguished  political  career  in  elected  office  began  in  1973,  when  he  won  a  seat  to 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  where  he  served  seven  years. 

By  then  Bamey  Frank  had  become  nationally  recognized  and  was  elected  in  1980  to  the  97th  United  States 
Congress  and  reelected  to  each  succeeding  Congress.  He  presently  serves  as  a  member  of  the  committees 
on  the  Judiciary,  the  Budget,  Banking,  Finance  and  Urban  Affairs  and  is  Chair  of  the  Subcommittee  on 
International  Envelopment,  Finance,  Trade  and  Monetary  Policy. 

Congressman  Bamey  Frank  has  received  innumerable  honors  and  tributes  over  the  years  which  reflect 
decades  of  outstanding  leadership  and  his  life-long  commitment  to  equal  rights  for  all  humanity. 


THOMAS  M.  MENINO 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 

Mayor  Menino,  a  life-long  resident  of  Boston's  Hyde  Park,  earned  a  degree  in  Community  Planning  from 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  completed  Harvard  University's  program  for  Senior  Executives  in 
State  and  Local  Government  Program. 

In  1983,  Mayor  Menino  was  elected  to  the  Boston  City  Council.  He  was  elected  President  of  the  Council 
in  1993.  During  his  tenure  in  City  Council,  Mayor  Menino  served  as  chairman  of  numerous  Committees 
including  Ways  and  Means,  Neighborhood  Services,  Govemment  and  Finance,  Planning  and 
Development,  and  the  Homeless.  In  November  of  1993  he  was  elected  to  a  four-year  term  as  Mayor  of 
Boston. 

Although  early  in  his  tenure  as  Mayor,  Thomas  Menino  has  already  made  a  lasting  impact  within  the 
Boston  community  through  his  commitment  to  education  and  youth  services.  Mayor  Menino's 
distinguished  record  of  civic  contributions  extends  to  the  national  level  and  includes  service  as  Regional 
Chairman  for  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  and  membership  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  National  League  of  Cities.

I  will  provide  professional  care  for  those  who  seek  my  services,  with  concern, 
with  compassion  and  with  due  regard  for  their  human  rights  and  dignity. 

I  will  place  the  treatment  of  those  who  seek  my  care  above  personal  gain  and 
strive  to  see  that  none  shall  lack  for  proper  care. 

I  will  hold  as  privileged  and  inviolable  all  information  entrusted  to  me  in 
confidence  by  my  patients. 

I  will  advise  my  patients  fully  and  honestly  of  all  which  may  serve  to  restore, 
maintain  or  enhance  their  vision  and  general  health. 

I  will  strive  continuously  to  broaden  my  knowledge  and  skills  so  that  my  patients 
may  benefit  from  all  new  and  efficacious  means  to  enhance  the  care  of 
human  vision. 

I  will  share  information  cordially  and  unselfishly  with  my  fellow  optometrists  and 
other  professionals  for  the  benefit  of  patients  and  the  advancement  of  human 
knowledge  and  welfare. 

I  will  do  my  utmost  to  serve  my  community,  my  country  and  humankind  as  a 
citizen  as  well  as  an  optometrist. 

I  hereby  commit  myself  to  be  steadfast  in  the  performance  of  this  my  solemn  oath 
and  obligation.
